report of the unlawful activities 

(PREVENTION) TRIBUNAL CONSISTING OF 

HON’BLE MR. JUSTICE PRADEEP NANDRAJOG, 

JUDGE, DELHI HIGH COURT. 

In exercise of powers conferred by Sub-section (1) 
of Section 3 of the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 
1967 (Act No. 37 of 1967) (thereinafter referred to as the 
‘Act’), vide notification No. 2008(E) dated 23-11-2006 the 
Government of India has declared National Democratic 
Front of Boroland (hereinafter referred to as the ‘NDFB’) 
as ‘Unlawful Association’. 

The Government of India came to the conclusion 
that NDFB was Unlawful Association on the grounds that 
notwithstanding having agreed to abjure violence, NDFB 
has continued to - :— 

(i) indulge in various illegal and violent activities 
intended to disrupt or which disrupt the 
sovereignty and territorial integrity of India in 
furtherance of its objective of achieving a 
separate Bodoland; 

(ii) align itself with other unlawful associations 
like the United Liberation Front of Asom and 
outfits like the National Socialist Council of 
Nagaland (Isac-Muviah) to create a separate 
Bodoland; 

(in) in pursuance of its aims and objectives, 
engaged in several unlawful and violent* 
activities thereby undermining the authority 
of the Government and spreading terror and 
panic among the people; 

(iv) indulge in extortions of money from 
businessmen, Government officials and other 
civilians in addition to acts of kidnapping for 
ransom with a view to finance and execute 
plans for creation of a separate Bodoland; 

(v) embark on a systematic drive for recruitment 
of fresh cadres with a view to continuing its 
terrorist and insurgency activities; 

(vi) create carnage and ethnic violence resulting 
in killings, destruction of property and exodus 
of thousands of non-Bodos inhabiting in Bodo 
dominated areas in Assam with a view to 
spread panic and in security among non-Bodos 
and forcing them to migrate from Bodo areas, 

(vii) establish camps and higeouts across the 
Country’s border to carry out its secessionist 
activities; ' 

(viii) obtain assistance from, anti-India forces in 
other countries to procure arms and other 
assistance in their struggle for creation of a 
separate Bodoland. 
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The Union of India has noted that the violent 
activities of NDFB include:— 

(i) 58 violent incidents in 2004, killing 60 persons 
including one personnel of security forces; 

(ii) 21 violent incidents in 2005, killing 4 persons; 

(iii) 15 violent incidents in 2006 (up to 31st August, 
2006) killing 9 persons including 5 personnel 
of security forces. 

On the afore-noted grounds and afore-noted violent 
activities, the Government of India formed an opinion that 
activities of NDFB are detrimental to the sovereignty and 
integrity of India and that unless the unlawful activities of 
NDFB are kept under control, NDFB may re-group and re¬ 
arm itself, make fresh recruitments, indulge in violence, 
terrorist and secessionist activities, collect funds and 
endanger the lives of innocent citizens and security 
personnel; and therefore, circumstances do exist which 
render it necessary to declare NDFB as unlawful 
Association with immediate effect. 

Exercising powers conferred by sub-section (1) of 
Section 5 of the Act, Ministry of Home Affairs, Government 
of India, vide notification No. S. O. 2120(E) dated 
19-12-2006, constituted this Tribunal for the purpose of 
adjudicating whether or not there were sufficient grounds 
for declaring NDFB as Unlawful Association and made 
reference to this Tribunal under the provisions of Section 
4 of the Act. 

The reference was received by this Tribunal on 
22-12-2006. 

Having received the reference, vide order dated 
22-12-2006, this Tribunal listed the reference for preliminary 
hearing on 4-1-2007. 

After perusing the reference, in pursuance of the ' 
provisions of Sub-section- (2) of Section 4 of the Act, vide 
order dated 4-1-2007 this Tribunal issued notice to NDFB 
to show-cause, in writing, within 30 days from the date of 
service of the notice as to why NDFB should not be declared 
Unlawful Association. Vide said order, the Tribunal directed 
that the notice shall be served on NDFB by publication in 
2 daily national and 2 local newspapers circulated and 
published in the locality where NDFB has its 
establishments or presence is known in the State of Assam 
and outside, as well as by broadcasting on radio, television 
and by proclamation, by beat of drums or by means of 
loudspeakers in the areas in which activities of NDFB are 
ordinarily carried out. 

It was additionally directed that the notice should 
also be served by pasting on the notice board of the office 
of each District Magistrate/Tehsildar at the Headquarters 
of the District or Tohsil, as feasible. 

Service of the notice upon NDFB was directed to be 
effected within 2-weeks. The service report, duly supported 
by the affidavits of the concerned officers/officials, who 


effected the service was directed to the filed within 2 weeks 
thereafter alongwith supporting documents. 

It was further directed that sitting of the Tribunal 
would ordinarily be at New Delhi, but as and when required. 
Tribunal would hold sittings in the State of Assam or any 
other place. 

Affidavit of service was filed by Mr. A. K. Goyal, 
Director, Government of India, Ministry of Home Affairs, 
New Delhi, stating therein that pursuant to the order dated 
04-01-2007 passed by this Tribunal, a notice dated 
6-1 -2007, 4-1-2007 passed by the Government of India to 
the Chief Secretary, Government of Assam for taking 
necessary action to serve the notice. It was stated in the 
affidavit that the Government of Assam took the following 
steps for effecting service of the notice : 

(i) The Notice was published in four local 
newspapers, namely ‘The Amar Asom’ dated 

. 19-01-2007, ‘The Assam Tribune’ dated 
19-01-2007, ‘Dainik Jagran’ dated 21-01-07 and 
"Indian Express’ dated 22-01-2007 as per 
Annexure I to IV. 

(ii) According to the Government of Assam the 
Notice was telecasted and broadcasted from 
Doordarshan Kendra, Guwahati as per 
Annexure-V. 

(iii) According to the Government of Assam the 
Notice as broadcasted in Regional News 
Bulletin through the Guwahati Station of the 
All India Radio on 01-02-2007 as per 
Annexure-VI. 

(iv) According to the Government of Assam the 
• news of banning of NDFB was telecasted in 

evening Assamese Bulletin at 7.00 P.M. on 
23-01-2007 through Doordarshan Kendra, 
Guwahati as per Annexure VII. 

(v) The notice was also affixed/served at 
conspicuous places publicly and prominently 
in thirteen districts of the State of Assam as 
per Annexure VIII. 

Affidavit of service was also filed by Mr. S. K. Roy, 
Joint Secretary to the Government of Assam, Political (A) 
Department, Assam Secretariat, Dispur, Guwahati in which 
it was stated that the notice was published in the national 
English Newspaper “Indian Express” on 22-1-2007, the 
national Hindi Newspaper “Dainik Jagran” on 22-01-2007, 
the vernacular Assamese newspaper “Amar Asom” on 
19-01-2007 and the local English Newspaper “Assam 
Tribune” on 19-01-2007. The contents of the notice were 
covered in the Regional New Bulletin at 9.25 P.M. of the All 
India Radio, Guwahati on 01 -02-2007. Doordarshan Kendra, 
Guwahati telecasted the contents of the notice in the 
evening regional Assamese News Bulletin at 7.00 P.M. on 
January 23-01-2007. That the notice was also served by 
way of beaiing of drum/announcement through

loudspeakers in conspicuous places/hats/bazars, pasting 
of notice at the office of District Magistrate/Tehsildar and 
the Police Station and by serving the notice on family 
members of known NDFB activities in presence of 
independent witnesses and such exercise has been carried 
out in various Districts of Assam where the unlawful 
organization (NDFB) has been carrying out its activities. 

At the hearing held cy the Tribunal on 28-2*2007, on 
perusing the affidavits filed, satisfaction was recorded by 
the Tribunal that order dated 4*1-2007 had been complied 
held within the time granted for effecting service. NDFB 
was duly served. It was noted that objections/replies/ 
written statements have not been filed by br on behalf of 
NDFB within the time granted i.e. 30 days from the date of 
service of notice. It was also noted that none appeared on 
behalf of NDFB either in person or through counsel. Thus, 
the Tribunal directed that further inquiry would be 
conducted ex-parte. 

Thus, NDFB was duly served with the notice as per 
directions of the Tribunal prescribed under Rule 6 of the 
Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Rules, 1968 and chose 
not to participate in the proceedings conducted by the 
Tribunal. 

The Government of Assam led evidence by way of 
affidavits supported with documents of the following 
officers:— 

(1) Shri S.K. Roy son of Shri late S.S.Roy, Joint 
Secretary to the Government of Assam, Home 
and Political Department, Assam Sachivalaya; 
Dispur, Guwahati. 

(2) Shri Arabinda Kalita son of Shri Matiram Kalita 
R/o Dispur, Guwahati, Superintendent of Police, 
Special Operation Unit, Special Branch, Assam, 
Kahilipara, Guwahati. 

(3) Shri Debraj Upadhyaya, APS, Superintendent 
of Police, Barpeta District. 

(4) Shri Abhijit Bora, APS, Superintendent of 
Police, Goalpara District. 

(5) Shri KJ. Saikia, APS, serving as superintendent 
of Police, Baksa District. 

(6) Shri Pradip Pujari, APS, servig as 

Superintendent of Policy, Chirang District. 

(7) Shri Anarang Tankha; IPS, serving as 
Superintendent of Police, Karbi Anglong 
District, Diphu. 

(8) Shri Hiren Chandra Nath, IPS, serving as 
Superintendent of Police, Kokrajhar District. 

(9) Shri Parth Sarathi Mahanta, APS, 
Superintendent of Police, Dhubri District. 

(10) Shir Pankaj Sharma, APS, serving as 
Superintendent of Police, District Udalguri. 


(12) Shri M.P. Gupta, IPS, Superintendent of Police, 
Sonitpur District, Assam. 

Government of India sought 2 weeks further time to 
lead evidence. Time was granted. 

Hearing was held by the Tribunal at Shillong, Hotel 
Pinewood on 4-4-2007. Mr. S.K.Roy, Joint Secretary, 
Government of Assam, Home and Political Department, 
Dispur, Guwahati, placed on record the extracts of the daily 
newspapers viz. ( The Indian Express dated 2-4-2007, The 
Assam Tribune, Guwahati’ dated 1-4-2007, Dainik Jagran 
dated 1-4-2007, ‘Bodosa’ (Daily in Bodo Language) dated 
2-4-2007,‘Sanseyari Bodoland Engkhong: Bijni^ dated 
2-4-2007, ‘Asomiya Khobar’ dated 2-4-2007 and ‘AazT 
dated 2-4-2007 evidencing public notice that the Tribunal 
would be holding sittings at Shillong on 4th, 5th and 7th 
April, 2007 at 10-30 P.M. 

Nobody respresented NDFB during course of sittings 
at Shillong on 4th, 5th and 7th April, 2007. No public citizen 
participated in the inquiry on said dates. 

Government of India filed an affidavit by way of 
evidence of Shir R.R.Jha, Director to Government of India, 
Ministry of Home Affairs. The affidavit was supported 
with documents. 

As per affidavit P-1 filed by PW-1, Shri S.K. Roy, 
Joint Secretary, Government of Assam, Home and Political 
Department (Dispur), Guwahati, statement of incidents 
attributable to NDFB from 22-11-2004 to 22-11-2006 were 
listed in a chart Ex. PW-1/3. The data complied in said 
exhibit was as per information received from 13 
administrative districts in the State of Assam. The witness 
proved that a suspension of activities agreement was signed 
on 24-5-2005 between NDFB, Government of Assam and 
Government of India. He proved the said agreement being 
Ex.PW-l/2(l). On behalf of NDFB, agreement was signed 
by B.Swmkhwr @ Gobind Basumatary. He proved Ex.PW- 
1/2(2) being agreement dated' 27-5-2006 extending the 
previous agreement. Ex. PW-1/2(1), for a furhter period of 6 
months. He further proved agreement dated 28-11-2006, 
Ex. PW-1/2(3), extending the initial agreement of 
suspension of operation by further 6 months beyond 
1-12-2006. 

Witness stated that the peace process and the 
political dialogue with NDFB was not making any 
meaningful progress because NDFB has not furnished a 
charter of demands for consideration by the Government 
envisaged by Ex' PW-1/2(1). Witness stated that 
intelligence reports revealed that hard-core members of 
NDFB were in active liaison with other banned 
organizations as also with ISI and other extremist 
organizations based in foreign territories. He also proved 
Ex. PW-1/4(1), Ex.PW-l/4(2), Ex.PW-l/5(l), Ex.PW-l/5(2) 
and Ex. PW-1/6(2) where from it could be gathered that 
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cadre of NDFB was interacting with other banned 
ogranizations.ISI and extremist organizations based in 
foreign territories. He stated that the incidents of extortion, 
kidnapping and murder detailed in Ex.PW-1/3 are mainly 
directed against non-Boro citizens in the State of Assam. 

PW-2, Shri Arabinda Kalita, Superintendent of Police 
(SOU), Special Branch, Assam Kahilipara, Guwahati 
deposed that affidavit dated 9-2-2007, P-2 was deposed to 
by him. He stated that Ex. PW-1/4(1), Ex. PW-l/4(2), Ex. 
PW-1/4(3), Ex. PW-1/50), Ex. PW-l/5(2), Ex. PW-1 /5(3), Ex. 
PW-1/6(1), and Ex. PW-l/6(2), were the extracts of debriefing 
statements of Benu Boro Sohiton Narzary and Gobinda 
Basumatary, office bearers of NDFB. He stated that he 
provided the said extracts to the Government of Assam, 
Home and Political Department and were filed along with 
the affidavit of PW-1. He further stated that Ex. PW-1/8(1), 
Ex. PW-1/8(2), Ex. PW-1/8(3), Ex. PW-l/8(4), Ex. PW-l/8(5) 
and Ex. PW-1/8(6) were made available to him by the 
concerned police officers of the respective police stations 
to him and that he forwarded the same to the Government 
of Assam, Home and Political Department. He further stated 
that Hx. PW-1/9(1), Ex. PW-1/9(2) and Ex. PW-l./9(3) were 
made available by his office to PW-1. 

The witness produced originals of all aforenoted 
documents. 

He further stated that as per intelligence reports, a 
gentlemen called Ranjan Daimary is currently holding 
himself out to be the Chairman/President of NDFB and was 
in Bangladesh. He stated that intelligence reports informed 
that NDFB was having camps at 3 sites in Chittagong Hills 
in Bangladesh at Rangamati, Balsori and Monikura. He 
further staled that intelligence reports indicated that NDFB 
cadre was in touch with other secessionist/terrorist 
organizations such as NSCN(IM), NLFT, PLA (Manipur), 
UI PA, ANBC, 11NLC as also ISI and DGFI. He further stated 
that intelligence reports indicated that NDFB was in touch 
with underground movements headed by Arakan 
Myananiar and Khymer Rouge. The witness corroborated 
PW-1 that incidents of kidnapping, extortion and murder 
detailed in Ex.PW-1/3 were mainly directed against non- 
Boro citizens in the State of Assam. 

PW-3, Shri Debaraj Upadhaya, Superintendent of 
Police, Barpeta District, Assam stated that the affidavit 
P-3 dated 8-2-2007 was deposed to by him. He proved 
douements Ex. PW-3/1, Ex. PW-3/2(l)to Ex. PW-3/2(4), Ex. 
PW-3/3(l) to Ex. PW-3/3(3), Ex. PW-3/4(l), Ex. PW-3/5, 
Ex. PW-3/6(l) to Ex. PW-3/6(3), Ex. PW-377, Ex. PW-3/8, Ex. 
PW-3/9(l) to Ex. PW-3/9(3) and Ex. PW-3/10. Original 
documents were produced. The said documets establish 
that on 5-4-2005 information was received at PS Sorbhogh 
that NDFB cadre was indulging in an extortion drive. A 
police team accompained by the 93 battalion of CRPF went 
to areas of Helosiguri, Odalguri, Mainamata, Labdanguri 
and Samthaibari. Ix>cal investigation revealed that accused 
persons had extorted monty from citizens of Assam in said 


Ex. PW-3/1 to Ex. PW-3/10 were copies of GD entries, 
extortion notices handed over by people in the affected 
areas, seizure memos, statements of persons recorded under 
Sections 161 Cr. P.C, that NDFB cadre was threatening 
them and other persons to part with money under threat of 
physical harm. 

PW-4, Shri Abhijit Bora, Superintendent of Police, 
Golpara District, Assam stated that affidavit P-4 dated 

6- 2-2007 was deposed to by him. He proved Ex. PW-4/1, 
Ex.PW-4/2, Ex.PW-4/3(l), Ex.PW-4/3(2) and Ex.PW-4/4. 
Original documents were produced by him. The documents, 
Ex. PW-4/1 to Ex. PW-4/4 evidence extortion by NDFB cadre 
in the State of Assam. Seizure memos revealed extortion 
letters issued by NDFB cadre to the citizens in the area.’ Ex. 
PW-4/4 is a statement of Captain V.K. Sharma to the effect 
that he apprehended one Lakhan Singh Brahma who had 
with him extortion letters on letterheads of NDFB. Ex. PW- 
4/4(1), Ex. PW-4/4(2), Ex. PW4/4(3), Ex. PW4/4(4), Ex. PW- 
4/4(5), Ex.'PW-4/4(6), Ex. PW-4/4(7), Ex. PW-4/4(8), Ex. 
p\y-4/4(9), Ex. PW-4/4(10), Ex. PW-4/4(ll) and Ex. PW-4/ 
4(12) are statements of various persons who were issued 
extortion letters and who had witnessed arrest of Boro 
youths extracting money from shopkeepers in the area. 

PW-5, Shri Kangkan Jyoti Saikia, Superintendent of 
Police, Baksa District, Assam staled that affidavit P-5 dated 

7- 2-2007 was deposed to by him. He proved Ex. PW-5/1, Ex. 
PW-5/2(l), Ex. PW-5/3(l) to Ex. PW-5/3(5), Ex. PW-5/4, Ex. 
PW-5/5, Ex. PW-5/6(l) to Ex. PW-5/6(3), Ex. PW-5/7, Ex. 
PW-5/8, Ex. PW-5/9, Ex. PW-5/10, Ex. PW-5/ll(l) and Ex. 
PW-5/ll(2). Original documets were produced. The said 
documets consist of DD Entry, FIRs and statements of 
witnesses and pertain to extortion threat by NDFB cadre. 
Ex. PW-5/9 is the statement of Captain Ashis Pandcy, 16, 
Garhwal Rifles to the effect that he apprehanded one Ranjit 
Guy an and Bedamgtha Basumatary from Darranga Mela 
Bazar when they were collecting money from shopkeepers 
under threat of physical harm. Ex. PW-5/9 is the recovery 
memo showing recovery of Indian currency and Bhutanese 
currency from the said 2 persons. The witness further stated 
that in his district 35 NDFB cadre members were arrested in 
the last 2 years, he stated that incidents of extortions in his 
district were directed mainly against non-Borao citizens in 
the State of Assam. 

PW-6, Shri Pradip Pujari, Superintendent of Police, 
Chirang District, Assam stated that affidavit P-6 dated 
6-2-2007 was deposed to by him. He proved Ex. PW-6/1, Ex. 
PW-6/2, Ex. PW-6/3(l), Ex. PW-6/3(2), Ex. PW-6/4(l), Ex. 
pW-6/4(2), Ex. PW-6/5, Ex. PW-6/6, Ex. PW-6/7(l), Ex. PW- 
6/8(1) to Ex. PW-6/8(5), Ex. PW-6/9, Ex. PW-6/10, Ex. PW-6/ 
11(1), Ex. PW-6/11(2), Ex. PW-6/12, Ex. PW-6/13(l) to 
Ex. PW-6/13(5), Ex. PW-6/14(l), Ex. PW-6/14(2), Ex. PW-6/ 
15, Ex. PW-6/16(1) to Ex. PW-6/16(3), Ex. PW-5 to 17(1), 
Ex.PW-6/17(2), Ex. PW-6/18(l) to Ex. PW-6/18(3), Ex. PW- 
6/19(1) to Ex. PW-6/19(4), Ex. PW-6/20(l) to Ex. PW-6/20(2), 
Ex. PW-6/21.(1), to Ex. PW-6/21(3), and Ex. PW-6/22. Original 
documents were produced. The said documents are 
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recovery 'memos, seizure lists and statements not only of 
witnesses but arrested NDFB cadre members, namely, Ranjit 
Goyari and Annta Raj Chetry. The statements of arrested 
cadre are to the effect that they were enticed to join NDFB 
cadre and that after undergoing training in camps in Bhutan 
and Sengkari they were assinged duty of collecting money 
to fund the activi’tes of NDFB. The statements reveal that 
one Rosan Basumatary v^as nominated as the platoon 
commander in the area by NDFB. That NDFB cadre was 
extorting money from truck drivers in the area. The 
statements give the name of other NDFB members operating 
in the area. The statement of affected citizens are to the 
effect that under threat of physical violence they were being 
compelled to give money NDFB cadre. Recovery memos 
evidenced extortion letters addressed by NDFB cadre to 
the citizens in district Chirang. 

PW-6 filed an additional affidavit dated 10-4-2007 
proving thereunder Ex..PW-6/ll(l), Ex. PW-6/ll(2), 
Ex. PW-6/12, Ex. PW-6/13(l), Ex. PW-6/13(2), Ex. PW 
-6/13(3), Ex. PW-6/13(4), Ex. PW-6/13(5), Ex. PW-6/14(l), 
Ex. PW-6/14(2), Ex. PW-6/15, E*. PW-6/16(l), Ex. PW-6/ 
16(2), Ex. PW-6/16(3), Ex. PW-6/17(l), Ex. PW-6/17(2), Ex. 
PW-6/18(l), Ex.PW-6/18(2), Ex.PW-6/18(3), Ex. PW-6/19(l), 
Ex. PW-6/19(l-A), Ex. PW6/19(20), Ex. PW-6/19(2A), Ex. 
PW-6/19(3), Ex. PW-6/19(3A-l), Ex. PW-6/19(3A-2), Ex. PW- 
6/19(4), Ex. PW-6/19(4A). Ex. PW-6/20(l), Ex. PW-6/20(2), 
Ex.

The said documents establish an 
encounter between NDFB militants and the army on 3-2- 
2005 and recovery effected from a slain militant. The 
documents also establish another encounter between the 
army and NDFB militants on 30-11-2004 and recovery of 
arms and ammunitions including an AK-47 rifle. 

PW-7, Shri AnuragTankha, Superintendent of police, 
Karbi Anglong stated that affidavit P-7 dated 7-2-2007 was 
deposed to by him. He proved documents Ex, PW-7/1, Ex. 
PW-7/2(l), Ex. PW-7/2(2), Ex. PW-7/3, Ex. PW-7/4(l) to Ex. 
PW-7/4(3), Ex. PW-7/5, Ex. PW-7/6(l), Ex. PW-7/(2), Ex. 
PW-7/7, Ex. PW-7/8(l) to Ex. PW-7/8(4), Ex. PW-7/9(l), Ex. 
PW-7/9(2), Ex. PW-7/10, Ex.PW-7/ll(l), Ex. PW-7/ll(2), Ex. 
PW-7/12(1) and Ex. PW-7/12(2). Originals were seen and 
returned. The said documents are recovery memos, 
statements of witnesses, confessional statements of Bharat 
Boro, a NDFB cadre member disclosing names of other 
cadre members; confessional statement of Shri Sontosh, 
another NDFB activist. Seizure lists indicated recovery of 
extortion letters, arms and ammunitions, Ex. PW-7/8(l) 
evidences recovery of hand grenades, 9 mm empty cases, 
mobile phones etc. 

PW-8, Shri Hiren Chandra Nath, Superintendent of 
Police, Kokrajhar District, Assam stated that the affidavit 
P-8 dated 9-2-2007 was deposed to by him. He proved 
- documents Ex. PW-8/1, Ex. PW-8/2, Ex. PW-8/3(l) to Ex. 
PW-B/3(8), Ex. PW-8/4, Ex. PW-8/5, Ex. PW-8/6(l) to Ex. 


PW-8/6(8), Ex. PW-8/7, Ex. PW-8/8, Ex. PW-8/9, Ex. PW- 
8/10, Ex. PW-8/10(l) to Ex. PW-8/10(8), Ex. PW-8/11, Ex. 
PW-8/12, Ex. PW-8/13 and Ex. PW-8/13(l) to Ex. PW-8/ 
13(13). He stated that the incidents of.extortion kidnapping 
and murder in his district were mainly directed against nori- 
Boro citizens in the State of Assam. The documents proved 
by the witnesses were FIRs, seizure memos, statements of 
complainants, identification of dead bodies of persons 
killed by NDFB members, statements of relatives that NDFB 
members were demanding protection money from the 
deceased, recovery memos pertaining to. arms and 
ammunitions, diary recording purported details of extortion 
money received by NDFB cadre members, voluntary 
disclosure statements of Apprehended NDFB cadre 
members. Ex. PW-8/7 reveals an incident of ambush on the 
officers of the 11 th J & K Light Infantry on 28-1 -2005 and 
recovery of arms and ammunition from Mohan Basumatary, 
an armed militant of NDFB who was apprehended after a 
chase. 

PW-9, Shri Partha Sarathy Mahanta, Superintendent 
of Police, Dhubri, Assam stated that the affidavit P-9 dated 
6-2-2007 was deposed to by him. He proved Ex. PW-9/1, Ex. 
PW 9/2, Ex. PW-9/3(l) to Ex. PW-9/3(6), EX.PW-9/4(l) to 
Ex. PW-9/4(3), EX.PW-9/5(l), Ex. PW-9/5(2), Ex. PW-9/5(3) 
to Ex. PW-9/5(4), Ex. PW-9/6(l) to Ex. PW-9/6(4). The 
originals were seen and returned. The documents 
established extortion by NDFB cadre members and violent 
incidents resulting in death due to chance presence of the 
police in the market where local shopkeepers were being 
threatened. The documents established, through the state¬ 
ments of relatives of the deceased extortionists that they 
were recruited as NDFB cadre members. He stated that 
offending activities of NDFB cadre in his district were 
mainly directed against non-Bora citizens. 

PW-10, Shri Pankaj Sharma, Superintendent of 
Po.lice, Udalguri District, Assam stated that the affidavit 
P-io dated 8-2-2007 was deposed to by him. He praved 
documents Ex.PW 10/1, Ex. PW-10/1(1), Ex.PW-10/2, Ex. PW- 
10/3, Ex. PW-10/3(1), EX.PW-10/4, EX.FW-10/4(1), Ex. PW- 
10/5(1) to Ex. PW-10/5(7) and Ex. PW-10/6(1) Ex. PW- 
10/6(3). Originals were seen and returned. The documents 
establish recovery of arms and ammunitions from NDFB 
cadre members. They consisted of statements of arrested 
NDFB cadre members admitting their involvement. The 
documents are FIRs pertaining to kidnapping of persons 
by NDFB cadre members. He stated that the incidents of 
extortion, kidnapping, murder and explosions detailed in 
Ex. PW-1/3, in his district were directed against non-Boro 
citizens. The witness stated that pursuant to FIR, Ex.PW- 
10/4 further investigation reveal that 5 personnel of Shashtra 
Sewa Bal namely Ct. P. Robi Singh, Ct. H. Lakshab Sing, 
Ct. Thenghalica Vaiphai, Ct. Amongba Sangtham and Ct. 
Cook Krishna Bahadur Chetri were kidnapped along with 
one Bubul Kalita. All of whom were found killed and bod- 
' ies recovered from the foothills of Belshir, adjacent to 
Assam Arunachal border. He further stated that the of- 
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fending vehicles in which the kidnapped persons were 
transported was recovered. Bhikaraja, Halia and Gala all of 
whom were NDFB activists were involved. 

PW-11, Satyendra Narayan Singh, Senior Superin¬ 
tendent of Police, Guwahati City, Assam stated that the 
affidavit P-JJ dated 10-2-2007 was deposed to by him. He 
proved documents Ex. PW-11/1, Ex.PW-11/2, Ex. PW-11, 3, 
Ex. PW 13/3(1) and Ex. PW-11/4. Originals were seen and 
returned. In addition to the documents filed, he produced a 
diary seized from a NDFB cadre member wherein names of 
18 cadre members engaged in extortion were listed. 
Expenditure incurred from 11-7-2004 to 23-9-2004 on NDFB 
cadre members who were sent to different places to collect 
extortion money was recorded therein. The documents 
proved by the witness were extortion letters written by 
NDFB members to different persons. 

Fix. PW-11/4 was a letter recovered by the State 
intelligence. It has been addressed by one B. Sudem and 
B. Jaiklong styled as Command-NDFB. It is addressed to 
D,C. Dashu in Bhutan. The letter states that Boro race is of 
Bhutanese Mongoloid origin. The letter seeks coopera¬ 
tion from Bhutanese people. 

PW-12, Shri M.P. Gupta, Superintendent of Police, 
Sonitpur District, Assam stated that affidavit P-12 dated 
7-2-2007 was deposed to by him. He proved documents Ex. 
PW-12/1, Ex. PW-12/2(1), Ex. PW-12/2(2), Ex. PW-12/2(3), 
Ex. PW-12/2(4), Ex. PW-12/3, Ex. PW-12/4(1), Ex. PW- 
12/4(2) and Fix. PW-12/4(3). Originals were seen and re¬ 
turned. The documents proved by the witness evidence 
recovery of arms and ammunitions, mobile telephones, cash 
and other incriminating documents. The documents are 
statements of arrested NDFB militants admitting their in¬ 
volvement and recovery of arms. The documents are money 
receipts evidencing collection of extortion money. 

PW-13, R.R. Jha, Director of the Government of. 
India, Ministry of Home Affairs stated that the affidavit 
P-13 was deposed to by him as per information received 
and forwarded to him from various Central Agencies and 
the State Government. He stated that the names of office 
bearers of NIIFB disclosed in Annexure-1 to the report were ’ 
as per intelligence reports received. Similarly, information 
in said annexure pertaining to links of NDFB with other 
secessionist organizations opeftting in the North East and 
other foreign links were as per intelligence report. 
On being asked whether witness could produce a few 
intelligence reports, the witness responded in the 
affirmative and produced a few reports received by 
Ministry of Home Affairs from I. B., Director General, CRPF 
(Operation Branch). R.A.W. and Government of Assam. 
Major incidents of violence committed by NDFB members 
detailed in Annexurc-2 to the affidavit were stated to be 
based on a report submitted by the Intelligence Bureau on 
24-7-2006. Photocopy of the report was tendered. (It was 
perused and kept in a sealed cover). He stated that even 
Government officials were being targeted bv NDFB cadre 
and even Boro citizens who were opposed to ideology of 
NDFB were being harassed. 


[Part II— Sec. 3(ii)] 

The evidence on record establishes that the ideol¬ 
ogy of NDFB as per its Constitution to undermine the 
integrity and sovereignty of India by waging an armed 
struggle and establish Boroiand is still being propagated 
through violent means. Notwithstanding the accord 
obliging NDFB to suspend activities, offending activities 
are continuing. Evidence establishes 76 incidents 
involving use of violence. Extortion attempts and 
extortions actually carried out show money being collected 
to carry forward the violent activities. Ex. PW-11/4 shows 
an attempt to seek patronage from external authorities 
across the border. Evidence on record establishes that 13 
district in the State’of Assa are affected. 

NDFB was declared an Unlawful Association way 
back on 23-11-1992 and notwithstanding successive noti¬ 
fications declaring it to be a continuing unlawful 
association, offending activities have continued. 

For the evaluation of the evidence as noted above, 
two things have to be kept in mind. For the purposes of 
adjudication by the Tribunal whether the statement 
recorded under Section 161 Cr. P.C. can be taken into 
consideration by the Tribunal or not. 

In Union of India Vs. Students Islamic Movement of 
India & Ors., 99 (2002) DLT 147, the Delhi High Court 
observed :— 

“The confessional statements referred to and relied 
upon by the Government, were recorded during 
investigation of the criminal cases in which they were 
arrested. Section 25 of the Evidence Act provides 
that no confession made to a police officer shall be 
proved against a person accused of any offence. 
The expression ‘a person accused of an offence’ 
describes the person against whom evidence is 
sought to be proved in a criminal case. The adjective 
clause ‘accused of an offence’, is therefore, descrip¬ 
tive of the person against whom a confession is 
sought to be proved. The confessional statements, 
can be used in civil proceedings and other collateral 
proceedings under the Criminal Procedure Code. The 
inquiry before this Tribunal is clearly not a trial 
against the accused persons, who made the 
confessional statements. Therefore, in my 
considered view confessional statements made by 
the accused persons during investigation of differ¬ 
ent cases to the police or before the Court, would 
not be hit by Section 25 of the Evidence Act and are 
admissible in evidence, to show whether the accused 
persons were or are the members of the association, 
as well as to show whether the activities of the asso¬ 
ciation are unlawful or not.” 

In Suman & Or's. Vs. State of Tamil Nadu, AIR 1986 
(Madras) 318, it was held : 

“It has to be remembered that when Section 25 refers 
to a confession which is not permitted to be proved 
as against a person accused of any offence, it refers 
to a confession made by an accused person which is 
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proposed to be proved against him to establish an 
offence. The scope of Section 25 is therefore 
restricted only to a confession made by a person 
who is an accused that is being used in a proceeding 
to establish an offeree against him.” 

As to what is the material and how the same has to 
be considered by the Tribunal has been laid down by the 
Supreme Court in Jamat-E-Islami Hind Vs. Union of India, 
JT1995 (1) SC 31. Supreme Court held as under: 

“Section 4 deals with reference to the Tribunal, sub¬ 
section (1) requires the Central Government to refer 
the notification issued under sub-section (1) of Sec¬ 
tion 3 to the Tribunal “for the purpose of adjudicat¬ 
ing whether or not there is sufficient cause for 
declaring the association unlawful”. The purpose of 
making the reference to the Tribunal is an adjudica¬ 
tion by the Tribunal of the existence of sufficient 
cause for making the declaration. The words “adju¬ 
dicating” and “sufficient cause' in the context are of 
significance. Sub-section (2) requires the Tribunal, 
on receipt of the reference, to call upon the associa¬ 
tion affected ‘by notice in writing to show cause’ 
why the association should not be declared unlaw¬ 
ful. This requirement would be meaningless unless 
there is effective notice of the basis on which the 
declaration is made and a reasonable opportunity to 
show cause against the same. Sub-section (3) 
prescribes an inquiry by the Tribunal, in the manner 
specified, after considering the cause shown to the 
said notice. The Tribunal may also call for such other 
information as it may consider necessary from the 
Central Government or the association to decide 
whether or not there is sufficient cause for declaring 
the association to be unlawful. The Tribunal is re¬ 
quired to make an order which it may deem fit “either 
confirming the declaration made in the notification 
or cancelling the same”. The nature of inquiry con¬ 
templated by the Tribunal requires it to weigh the 
material on which the notification under sub-section 
(1) of Section 3 is issued by the Central Government, 
the cause shown by the association in reply to the 
notice issued to it and take into consideration such 
further information which it may call for, to decide 
the existence of sufficient cause for declaring the 
association to be unlawful. The entire procedure con¬ 
templates an objective determination made on the 
basis of material placed before the Tribunal by the 
two sides; and the inquiry is in the nature of 
adjudication of a lis between two parties, the 
outcome pf which depends on the weight of the ma¬ 
terial produced by them. Credibility of the material 
should, ordinarily, be capable of objective assess¬ 
ment. The decision to be made by the Tribunal is 
“whether or not there is sufficient cause for declar¬ 
ing the association unlawful”. Such a determination 
requires the Tribunal to reach the conclusion that’ 
the material to support the declaration outweighs 
the material against it and the additional weight to 
support the declaration is sufficient to sustain it. 
The test of greater probability appears to be the prag- 
* matic test applicable in the context.’* 


Supreme Court in para 14 further held that:—- 

“In Section 4, the words “adjudicating” and “de¬ 
cide” have a legal connotation in the context of the 
inquiry made by the Tribunal constituted by a sit¬ 
ting Judge of a High Court. The Tribunal is required 
to ‘decide’ after ‘notice to show cause’ by the pro¬ 
cess of ‘adjudicating’ the points in controversy. 
There are the essential attributes of a judicial deci¬ 
sion.” 

(Emphasis supplied) 

In Union of India vs. Tulsiram Patel, AIR 1985 SC 
1416, a Constitution Bench of the Court had the occasion 
of considering the expressions “law and order”, “public 
order”, “Security of the State”, which are used in different 
Acts. In para 140 of the judgment, their Lordships observed 
as under: 

“The expression Taw and order’, ‘public order’ and 
‘security of the State’ have been used in different 
Acts. Situations which affect “public order” are 
graver than those which affect “law and order” and 
situations which affect “security of the State” are 
graver than those which affect “public order”. Thus, 
of those situations those which affect “security of 
the State” are the gravest. Danger to the security of 
the State may arise from without or within the State. 
The expression “security of the State” does not mean 
security of the entire country or a whole State. It 
includes security of a part of the State. It also cannot 
be confined to an armed rebellion or revolt. There are 
various ways in which security of the State can be 
affected. It can be affected by the State secrets or 
information relating to defence production or similar 
matters being passed on to the other countries, 
whether inimical or not to our country. Or by secret 
links with terrorists. It is difficult to enumerate the 
various ways in which security of the State can be 
affected. The way in which security of the State is 
affected may be either open or clandestine.” 

Applying the above tests and considering the mate¬ 
rial placed on record I am of the considered opinion that 
the material placed before the Tribunal was credible and 
being not impeached has to be accepted. Therefore, the 
Tribunal is satisfied that the activities of NDFB, its mem¬ 
bers, followers and sympathizers are subversive in nature. 
Their activities are secessionist and against the territorial 
integrity and sovereignty of India. Therefore, there is suf¬ 
ficient cause for declaring NDFB ‘Unlawful Association’ 
pursuant to the notification dated 23-11-2006 and the said 
notification stands confirmed. The reference stands 
answered in the terms mentioned above.
